laws ofG. Britain permit. His Britannic 
“jetty turther agrees, that the Spaniil 
boavitants, or others who had been fub- 
ke the Catholic King in the faid 
unties, may retire, with all fafety and 
Ireecom, where-ever they think proper ; 
“na may fell their eftates, provided it be 
bis Britannic Majeity’s tubjeéts, and 
vniDg away their etfects, as well as their 
Ferions, without being refirained in their 
under any pretence whatie- 
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ever, except that of debts, or of criminal 
profecutions ; the term lated for this 


emipration being fixed to the {pace of 


eighteen months, to be computed frem 
the dav of the exchange of the ratifica- 
tions of the preient treatv. It is more- 
over ftipulated, that his Catholic Majetty 
{hall have power to caule all the ertfects 
that may belong to him, to be brought 
away, whether it be artillery, or other 
things. 

XXI. [XX.] The French and Spanifh 
troops fhall evacuate all the territories, 
lands, towns, places, and caiiles, of his 
Moft Faithful Majettv. in Europe, with- 
out any referve, which fhall have been 
conouered by the armies of France and 
Spain, and fhall reftore them in the fame 
condition they were in when conquered, 
with the fume artillery and anupunition 
which were found there. And with ree 
card to the Portuguele colonies in Amc- 
rica, Africa, or im the Eatt Indies, if 
any change fhall have happened there, 
all things fhall be rettored on the fame 
footing they were in, and conformably 
to the preceding treaties, which tubfifted 
between the courts of France, Spain, and 
Portugal, before the prefent war. 

XXII. All the papers, letters, docu- 
ments, and archieves, which were found 
in the countries, territories, towns, and 
places, that are reilered, and thofe be- 
longing to the countries ceded, thall be, 
reipectively, and, fide, delivered, 
or furnifhed, at the fame time, if poti- 
ble, that potietion is tuken, or, at lateit, 
four months aiter the exchange of the 
ratifications of the preient treatv, in 
whatever places the {aid papers or docu- 
ments may be found. 

XXII. [XXI.] All the countries and 
territories which may have been con- 
quered, in whatfoever part of the world, 
by the arms of their Britannic and Moit 
Faithful Majetties, as well as by thofe of 
their Mott Chriftian and Catholic Maje- 
flies, which are not included in the pree 
fenttreaty, either under the title of cef- 
fions, or under the title of reftitutions, 
fall be reticred without diiiculty, and 
without requiring anv compenfation. 

XXIV. [XXH.] As it is necefjlary to 
aflign a fixed epoch for the reflitutions 
and evacuations to be made by each of 
the high contraéting parties, it is agreed, 
that the Britith and French troops thall 
complete, before the 15th of March next,

rociing parties, yenerally and recipro- 
callv. guaranty to each other all the tti- 
pulations of the prefent treaty.

pound and bruife fourteen pounds of the 
cleaneit copperas into a rough pow- 
der; then dry it, with a very gentle heat, 
fpreading it thin, till it becomes a dr 
and fubtile powder, to appearance like 
cuick lime, only much whiter. | Care 
mult be taken, at the beginning of the 
drying, that the heat be verv moderate ; 
otherwife it will melt, and {hut up the 
pores of the copperas, and greatly injure 
your future operation. 

~ When vour copperas is thus become dry 
and fubtile, (which may be done in about 
fix or feven davs), werph it, and take an 
equal quantity of good aud clean rough 
nitre, or faltpetre, which let alto be to- 
lerably dry. Pound your nitre and dried 
copperas together, and fift them through an 
inditerently fine hair fieve: then put 
them into a large plals retort, coated at 
the bottom, and fet it in a fand furnace : 
let not your retort be above an inch from 
the bottom and fides of your tund-pan : 
fixon avery large receiver, and lute it; 
but leave a {mall vent-hole in the joint, 
by {ticking in the point ofa {mall fkewer, 
to Jet out the wind, (which will iffue from 
the matter at the firft making of your 
fre), by drawing it out, and putting it 
m, as vou fhall tee occafion, to prevent 
your retort or receiver’s buriting, Make 
agentie fire for the firft three or four 
hours; then inecreafe it, gradually, for 
four hours Jonger, till your iron pan be 
red at bottom: continue your fire for 
ehout thirty hours : then let it out, and 
When allis cool, you will have a mott 
powerful agua fortis. Putit into a bottle, 
and {top it clofe; let it ftand fix or eight 
cays (the longer the better) to digeft it- 
le lf. 

Put this agua fortis into a glafs retort 3 
letit be about half or two thirds full; fet 
tin your fand-heat, and fix ona recei- 
ver, which need not be very Jarge: make 
indifferent fire, till all your agua fortis is 
come over into your receiver; leaving be- 
hind only a brown reddifh earth, which 
was forced over by the violence of the 
fre, in the firft diftillation. Thus have 
you a moit {trong and agua fortis. 

As] have never been able to procure 
“ny ajua fortis proper for making the faid 
€rops, but what I wide myfelf; I have 
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here fet down a true and full procels for 
making it. ] 

Take of your rectified ajua fortit, as 
much as vou pleaie; put it into a large 
bolt-head, with a long neck, but not a- 
bove a quarter full. Then take of the 
pureft and fineit volatile fal armoniac, in 
which there is not the leaft acid tait, or 
lime. 

[As Ihave ufually bought this volatile 
falt ready made, and doubt not but it 
may be had pure and genuine at apothe- 
caries hall, I have omitted here fetting 
down the procefs for making 1 3 having 
bought it of Mr Godfrey chymitt. ] 

To fixteen ounces of the aforefaid ajat 
fortis, in your bolt-head, take feven 
ounces of the faid volatile fal armoniac ; 
and by half an ounce at atime, put it 
into your bolt-head, to vour egua fortis, 
immediately ttopping the mouth of your 
bolt-head, ull the fermentation is overs 
vet not fo cloie, but to leave {ome {mall 
vent, for fear the wind cauled by the 
violent fermentation, thould burft your 
glals. When all your fal armoniae is in, 
tet it ftand two or three hours, til] the 
fumes are fettled. 

[N. B. This is theright and exaé pro« 
portion, if vour operations making 
your agua fortis are rightly performed, 
and your volatile fal armoniac be good 
and pure. | 

Now put it into a finaller bolt head, 
half full, and fet it in a moderate fand- 
heat; when it is warm, put in four eun- 
ces of the fineft quickfilver to each pound 
(of fixteen ounces) of vour folution; and 
Jet it ftand in that heat till all the quick 
fiiver is dilolved. Increafe your fire a 
little, and put in a {mall quantity more 
of ouickfilver; thus letting it diffolve, by 
gentle additions, as much as it will. 
When it will diflolve no more, take it 
out of the bolt-head, put it into an open 
plais veflel, or a large white ftone bowl. 
{I generally cut off a large plals body in 
the middle. Set it in a moderate fands 
heat, and let it evaporate till a pellicle 
or fkin comes over the top of it.

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For it is to be obferved, that Mr 
Ward advited fuch of his patients as had 
never taken any of his {weats, to be- 
gin with half a paper only, (containing 
the full dole), and to increate the 
titv. or not, according toits operation, 
or the age and ftrength of the patient.

Phev generally raife plentiful fweats ; 
the patient drinking moderately, now 
and then, fomething warm, They donot 
fatigue the body, nor exhauit the {pirits. 
Inftead of being rettlefs, as is commonly 
the cafe in a {weat, all thole who can 
bear opiates, find themfelves comfortably 
ateale during the fweat. Thole with 
whom opiates donot perfectly agree, need 
not be afraid of the firft of thefe {weats : 
for though I cannot bear even Venice 
treacle, or diacodium, on account of 
their narcotic quality; vet I have taken 
thefe powders, without finding that in- 
convenience. This, I am told, is to be 
attributed to the correcting ingredients, 
and the manner of preparing and com- 
pounding them. Whether thofe who 
have informed me, realon juttly or not, is 
not my province to determine: but the 
jact, in regard to mytelf, is ftriétly true. 

I hive feen ene of thefe fweats reftore 
a limb, rendered almott ufelefs by a pa- 
ralytic diforder ; and, in rheumatic ca- 
fes, cures performed, where the ule of 
all the limbs had been quite taken away. 

Mr Ward always advifed thofe who 
took thete, and all fweats, to put them- 
lelves rather between blankets than 
fheets: which 1 have experienced to be 
the noft agreeable way, notwithftanding 
a little prejudice againil trying the expe- 
nment. 

The former of thefe receipts is taken 
from Mr Ward’s book; and I do believe 
it to be his firft manner of making them, 
and what he continued to give for fome 
years: for IT remember his telling me, 
(when I related to him the fenfations I 
felt during their operation), that there 
Was opium and ipecacuanha in them. 

Yet Iam of opinion, that Mr Ward 

as, in fome degree, departed from his 
frit manner, and made them according 
to the latter receipt: for I am credibly 
informed, that they have been fo made, 
and fold, finee his death; excepting in 
bie quantity of opium; ef which there 


are three eighths lefs in this receipt, than 
wes put into the powders fo made and 
fold. This alteration is made, upon 
hearing that thole who took them, come 
plained of the effects of fo large a quane 
tity of cpium. However, I believe that 
both are very good, with this abatement 
of that ingredient in the latter: and 
therefore care will be taken that both 
thete ‘weats be prepared, and told; where 
by the trial may be made, and the pre- 
ference piven to that which fhall be found 
mott agreeable to each refpective contti- 
tution. 

The firft of thefe powders feems to be 
molt proper for thofe who have not been 
uled to take opiates, or have found them 
to dilapree, (as thev in general do with 
me); and the latter for fuch with whom 
they are known to agree: for there ftill 
remains (notwithitanding the before-men- 
tioned abatement) a larger quantity ofo- 
pium in the latter than in the tormer of 
thele two receipts. 

By wav of experiment, I prevailed on 
a perfon to take one of the latter iweats, 
charged with the full quantity of opium; 
(that is, three eiphths more than in the 
above receipt); and he told me, that it 
atlected his head very much. 

At a proper interval, he took one of 
thofe according to the firft receipt; and 
aflured nie, that both {weated hin very 
well; but the former much more agrees 
ably than the latter.

Take a pound of alicampane root, 
three pounds of fennil-feeds, and 
one pound of black pepper.

to have been crt, bad not a fudcen and 
fevere frott hindercd the operation. In 
the mean time, the gentleman (hearing 
that T had fpoken of Mr Ward's medi- 
cine, which cured many of this difleme 
per, when the operation had failed) lent 
to me to inquire, whether what he had 
heard was true ; and whether J thoueiht 
he had a chance of being relieved by Mr 
Ward. without undergomp fo painful an 
operation, ata time when he had an 
hectic fever, and was, upon the while, 
verv iil.

\ Midit the torrent of abuie, with which 
d the party-feribblers on either fide be- 
fpatter their betters on oceaficn of the 
late peace, Tbumbdly think it is the part 
of an henett man and a good citizen, 
rather to judge favourably of our rulers, 
than with a critical feverity, to ttudv for 
objections that mey inflame the people, 
who never can judge for themfelves in 
matters of fur lefs moment than that cf 
adjuking the national interefts after 2 te- 
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dious and dettructive war. For my own 
part, I am one of thofe, I hope not a 
{mall body, who really think, we have 
upon the whole made a juft and honour- 
able peace; a peace, that requires only 
unanimity, and a fteady government, to 
render us in time the preateft nation in 
Europe. T therefore write only for infor- 
mation, when, through the channel of vour 
Magazine, I would with to be refolved in 
two diticulties with regard to the terms, 
which I have not found taken notice of 
in public, nor have I yet met with any 

futisfuction from private converfation. 
The firft regards article 7. | 136. }, con- 
cerning the bounds of the continent of A- 
merica, which is faid to be now * irre- 
vocably fixed between the two nations by 
a line drawn along the middle of the ri- 
ver Milifippi from its fource to the river 
Pberville, and from thence bya line drawn 
along the middle of this river, and the 
lakes Maurepas and Pontchartram, to the 
fea.”— The reit of this article vields to 
Britain exprefly every thing which the 
French pofletied on the left, or eaft fide, 
of the Mithfippi, except the ifland of New 
Orleans. Now, I find every body under 
fiands by this article, that the Mulifippt 
is to be the preciie boundary between the 
two nations from its fource to the fea; and 
vet cannot conceive how this meanin? 
is conveved by the above defcription. If 
the line of partition runs from the fource 
of the Mithfippi to the riser Iberville, and 
then alongft this laft river to the two 
lukes, and irom thence to the fea; «which, 
I take it, is clearly expreffed by the 
words; furely we muft leave the river 
Millifppi either to the eaft or to the weit 
before we reach the fea. If the river I- 
berville runs into the Miffifippi upon its 
left or eatt fide, the confequence 
be, thet all the intermediate ground be- 
tween the Iberville and the Mitlifippi will 
reinain French property ; whereas every 
thing upon the feft or eaft of the Mifli- 
fippi is declared by the after part of the 
a:ticle to be ceded to Britain. Again, if 
the river Iberville runs into the Mithfippi 
upon the weit or right fide of that river, 
the intermediate Jand would become ours, 
although, by the article, it is ftipulated to 
remain with France. In fhort, inftead 
of the great and known river Miffifippi to 
be our boundary from its fource to the 
fea, it would feem, by the firit part of 
the article, that the line of partition de- 
jates firftinto the Iberville, and from 
thence through the two lakes to the fea; 
whetlif 
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whether by fome river ifluing from them, 
or if they themfelves run into the {ea, 
feems not at ail intelligible; nor is fuch 
3 river or lakes to be found in any map I 
have met with of that country. 

Another difficulty I have often found 
fuggetted, without a fatisfying anfwer, is 
this: Why, in the definitive treaty, 
which was intended as the bafis of a latt- 
ing tranquillity between the contending 
nations, is there no ftipulation or acree- 
ment with regard to the long-difputed 
claim of the Spaniards, to fearch our fhips 
at fea, or near their American coalts, for 
treafure and contraband goods? We 
all know this was the origin of the former 
Spanith war, which involved us in blood- 
{hed and difgrace for feven or eight years: 
And why was it improper or impraéticable 
to fettle that captious point at this fa- 
vourable crifis? The public earnettly ex- 
pected it, and adecifion on this head was 
once thought of fuch importance, that the 
wifdom of the nation folemnly declared 
no treaty admitlible without it 582.]. 
—— Any of your correfpondents who can 
throw light on thele two points, will ob- 
jige many of your readers. 

I cannot pafs this opportunity without 
mdulging a reverie that has often folaced 
me amidit the various events of the late 
glorious war. We of this generation 
will be envied by our fucceflors in diitant 
ages, for having lived in a period which 
will probably be looked upon as the moft 
diftinguifhed in the annals of Britain. 
Whether we confider the important objet 
of the war, or our unparallelled fuccefs 
in the courfe of it; which was the more 
airazing from the defpicable condition 
we were in at the firft outlet; the whole, 
taken together, muft form an object the 
moit {plendid that hiftory can paint. Qur 
heroes, no doubt, and our patriots, will 
meet with the applaules they delerve, 
and be for ever revered by their grateful 
pollerity: but I cannot think of the har- 
dy veteran, and honett tar, of the lower 
ranks, without the flrongeit emotions of 
lympathy and concern. Thele brave 
thoughtlefs fellows, who, without the 
malleft profpect of fame or fortune, have 
mocked at war betore the mouths of can- 
non, and generoufly bled or ftarved in 
their country’s caufe, mutt foon be cover- 
ed in eternal oblivion. At the fame time, 
we have all heard, and I have been often 
delighted to hear, particular initances of 
thet mechanical intrepidity, the charac- 
‘ciiiue of true Britons, for which our 


common men are the aciniration of Eu 
rope. It is therefore very natural to 
with, that now, when their fuperior of- 
ficers are retiring to folace themfelves at 
their refpective homes, they would not 
fuifer the memory of {ome particular ac- 
tions they mutt have (een, to be utterly 
forgot. Would it be improper, to encous 
rage this, for vou, the entertainers of 
the public, to invite thele gentlemen to 
communicate, by wav of amufement at 
an ile hour, any fuch extraordinary im- 
ftances of good behaviour amongit their 
men, as would do honour to their corps, 
and to our country; whether they be in- 
{tances of bravery or geverofity, attended 
with good or badtortune? It is not meant 
that the correfpondent fhould appear in 
print; but your fecurity will be the fame ; 
for no gentleman would put his name to 
a faa, the truth of which could be called 
in queftion. Surely this is an ample 
fund, and the little anecdotes, more in- 
teretting than the Jaboured panegyrics 
of princes or generals, might excite an 
ufeful emulation in our counties and pa- 
rifhes in future wars. For my own part, I 
felt an uncommon cuniofity when I heard of 
the pallant tars, that, right or wrong, would 
take their rank at the memorable battle of 
Quebec; and cannet help being anxious 
to know fomething particular about the 
ferjeant who led the forlorn hope at the 
attack of the Moro ; or of that humoriit 
who betlrode the four-and-twenty poun- 
der, fcraping his fiddle to the tune of Dri- 
tons flrike home, while his brother bloods 
hauled him away in triumph, acrols the 
French line of fire, at the taking of Mar- 
tinico. [xxiv. 120, 153. 264. 559. |

wie refpect to the affairs of Cour- 
LAND, we have received the following 
ulterior advices. 

Mittau, Fan. 2. Yefterday Duke 
Erneftus John de Biron made his public 
entry here. The magiftrates and the 
guard of burghers refuied to alfift at this 
ceremony, or to take the oaths to him, 
till they were compelled to do it by the 
Ruilian troops in the town; who, to 
{trike the greater terror, rung the tocfin 
or alarm-be!l. They alto forced the ma- 
giftrates to deliver to them the city flag 
to be carried inthe proceilion. The Rul- 
fan foldiers were likewile obliged to ftand 
over the ringers, otherwife the bells 
would have been filent on this occafion. 
The preceding night the triumphal arch 
erected in 1759, in honour of Duke 
Charles of Saxony, was pulled down, and 
his arms and his name taken away and e- 
razed, where ever they appeared. 
A Ruflian officer has fignified to the re- 
gency of this country, that it was the 
Czarina’s pleafure that they fhould ac- 
knowledge the Duke de Biron for their 
Jawful fovereign. The regency have de- 
clared, that they never will violate their 
oath to Duke Charles. Every body is a- 
larmed, and the Ruifians act with great 
vigour. Mean while Duke Charles is {till 
here, and feems determined to jet us an 
exampic of fteadinets.” 

|Varfaw, Feb. 5. Letters from Smo- 
lenko advile, that the troubles in the pa- 
latinate of Miciflau | 51. ] arefar from being 
appealed; and that if a commitlion be not 
appointed to make inquiries, and fettle 
this afuir fpeedily, many thoufand Ruf- 
fians may probably enter that province, to 
avenge the death of their countrymen, 
killed in the late encounter. Upwards of 
1000 Rutlians are {aid to have fallen there- 
in. and among them the Knees Lebre- 
€ow, brother of the governor of Smolen- 
fo. This latter has otlered 10,000 ru- 
bles for the body, in order to have it bu- 
ried at Mofcow ; but in vain, all the 
flain having been thrown into the river.”

In our laft, we gave an account of the 
war in GERMANY having been put an 
end to the 15th of February, by an ad- 
juftment of all differences between the 
Emprets-Queen and the Kings of Prutla 
and Poland. The ratiheations of the dee 
finitive treaties arrived at Hubertiberg 
the 1{t of March, and were immediately 
exchanged. Incon equence ofthis, peace 
was foon after formally proclaimed at 
both Vienna and Berlin. The London 
gazette has given us his Imperial Majee 
ity’s decree ient to the dict of the Em- 
pire at Ratifbon, in anfwer to the refoe 
Jution taken Feb. rr. [113.] together 
with the articles of the peace, fo far as 
communicated to the diet, thus.

By the command of his Imperial Majefty 
Francois, our Moft Gracious Emperor and 
matter, his Moft Refpectable and Princi- 
pal Commifiary and Plenipotentiary at 
the diet of the Empire, Alexander Fer- 
cinand, Prince de la Tour et Taxis, ec. 
makes known to the Counfellors, Am- 
bafladors, and Minitters of the Eleétors, 
Princes, and States of the Holy Roman 
Empire, That his Majetty has feen, by 
the moft humble remon(trances which 
have been made to him, that his decree, 
fent tothe public dictature the 20th of 
lait month, concerning the re-eftablith- 
ment of the aniverfal tranquillity and fafe- 
tv of the Empire, has been propofed, and 
that the Counfellors, AmbaiJadors, and 
Minifters of the Electors, Princes, and 
States, having maturely weighed the 
contents, agreed on the moft humblé

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advice of the Empire, the rith of this 
month. 

The Eleétors, Princes, and States of 
the Empire are already intormed, that 
her Majeity the Emprets-Queen, poitpo- 
her eijential interefts, has magna- 
nimoufly acceded to the paternal fenti- 
ments with which his Imperial Maje(ty 
the Emperor is animated, for re-eftablifh- 
ing the general tranquillity, and for 
preferving the fundamental laws and 
fyitem of the Holy Roman Empire. 

The more her Imperial Majeity the 
Empre!s-Queen has been convinced of 
the ardour with which the fates of the 
Ewpire have defired a fpeedy return of 
the tranguillity, and public fecurity, the 
more fhe has exerted her endeavour in the 
Negotiations of peace, lately entered up- 
on with his Majetty the King of Pruiiia, 
to accelerate the faid tranquillity, and 
the good of her co-eitates, infeparable 
the one trom the other, and to thew there- 
by her thankfulnefs and gratitude. The 
fuccels has anfwered this flattering ex- 
pectation, and Providence has been plea- 
fed to put an end at once to this deftruc- 
tive war, by the definitive treaty of peace 
concluded and figned the 15th inttant at 
Hubertlbery; the ratification of which by 
= contracting parties is initantly expect- 
ed. 

As hie Majefty was willing that the fe- 
veral {tates of the Empire fhould be in- 
formed without delay of this happy event, 
he has annexed hereto the articles of the 
faid peace which regard the Empire, lea- 
ving the Electors, Princes, and States, 
to take, for the future, the meafures 
that thall appear mo{t neceflary to them, 

As to his Majetty, he withes, as a true 
father of the Empire, that the general 
wee re-eftablilhed in this manner, ma 
aft for ever; and, by virtue of his Im- 
perial office, he will not fail to give his 
utmoit attention to every thing that may 
eontribute to fo falutary an objea. 

He will not ceafe to make the exercife 
of his moit high office confit in the admi- 
niftration of a fpeedy and impartial ju- 
ftice; in the exaét execution, and {olid 
maintenance, of the falutary laws and 
decrees of the Empire; and in the invio- 
Jable protefion of the liberties of the 
ftates, and of the difpofitions made for 
the good of both religions. 

But as his Imperial Majetty, on his fide, 
is defirous of punctually fulfilling all thefe 
objects, without lofing fight of the true 
aid cLential good of the German Eme-

pire, and of all its ftates in general, y,, 
Majefty moft gracioufly perfuades him. 
felf, that the Electors, Princes, and 
States, will, on their part, always take 
care to difcharge, with the fame exaat.

tive country, require of them all in ge~ 
neral, and of every one in particular; 
and that they will principally apply them- 
felves to obferve religioufly and invio- 
Jably the Public Peace; the Peace of Re- 
kigion, and the Peace of We/tphalia. 

In the mean time, his Imperial Maije- 
fty, to whom belongs the fupreme direc- 
tion in the affairs of war, will lofe no 
time in making difpofitions, that the ar- 
my of the Empire, which was affembled, 
by virtue of the refolution of that body 
in 1757, may be dilmifled, and fent home, 
without delay, in the fame good order, 
with all that belongs to it; but in a 
manner compatible with the dignity of 
the Empire; which his Majefty doubts 
not but the Eleétors, Princes, and States, 
will obferve in the prefent conjuncture. 

To this end, his Imperial Majetty has 
already fent orders to the general in 
chief of the Imperial army and that of 
the Empire, to difcharge, in good order, 
the fuccours raifed by the Empire, and 
to fend them to their retpedtive circles, 
where the directorial princes will be able 
to make fuch regulations, on this occa- 
fion, as the con(titution of the Empire 
requires of them.

The following are the articles of the 


treaty of Hubertiberg, communicated by 
the above decree to the diet. 


Tranflated from the French. 

Art. II. There fhall be on both fides 
an eternal oblivion, and a general amne- 
_ity, of all hoftilities, lofes, damapes, and 
wrongs, committed during the late trou- 
bles, by either party, of what nature fve- 
ver; fo that there fhall be no farther 
mention made of them, nor any compen- 
{ation demanded, under any pretence or 
upon any confideration whatloever. The 
refpeQive frbjects of each power fhall 
never be molefted upon that account, but 
fhall fully enjoy this amnefty, and all its 
coniequences, notwithitanding the avo- 
catory Ictters which have been iffued and 
publithed. All confitcations thall be en- 
tirely taken otf; and fuch goods as have 
been confilcated or fequefered, fhall be 
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reftored to the proprietors who were in 
lefion of them before thele laft trou- 


es. 

' Art. IV. All hoftilities fhall entirely 
ceafe on both fides, from the day of the 
fignature of the prefent treaty of peace. 
For this end, the neceffary orders fhail 
be immediately difpatched to the armies 
and troops of the two high contracting 
arties, wherefcever they may be; and 
in cafe, through ignorance of what has 
been {tipulated in this refpe@, any hoiti- 
lities {hall have been committed after the 
day of the fignature of the preient trea- 
ty, they thall not be deemed to affect this 
treaty in any manner; and in this cale, 
the men and effeéts which may have been 
taken and carried away, {hall be faithful- 
ly reftored. 

Art. V. Her Apoftolic Majefty the Em- 
prefs Queen of Hungary and Bohemia 
{hall withdraw her troops from all the 
countries and ftates of Germany which 
are not under her dominion, within the 
ipace of twenty-one days after the ex- 
change of the ratifications of the prefent 
treaty; and within the fame term fhe 
{hall caufe to be entirely evacuated, and 
reitored to his Majefty the King of Pruf- 
fia, the county of Glatz, and, in gene- 
ral, all the ftates, countries, towns, pla- 
ces, and fortrefles, which his Prutlian 
Majefty poflefled before the prefent war 
in Silefia, or ellewhere, and which have 
been occupied by the troops of her Apo- 
ftolic Majefty the Emprefs Queen of Hun- 
gary and Bohemia, or by thofe of her 
friends and allies, during the courfe of 
the prelent war. The fortrefles of Glatz, 
Weiel, and Gueldres, fhall be reftored 
to his Prutiian Majefty in the fame ftate, 
With regard to the fortifications, in which 
they were, and with the artillery that 
was found therein when they were taken. 
His Majefly the King of Prutlia fhall with- 
draw, within the faine fpace of twenty- 
one days after the exchange of the rati- 
fications of the prefent treatv, his troops 
from all the countries and {tates of Ger- 
many which are not under his dominion; 
and he fall evacuate and reftore, on his 
fide, all the flates and countries, towns, 
places, and fortrefles, of his Majefty the 
King of Poland Elector of Saxony, agree- 
ably to the treaty of peace which has 
been concluded this fame day between 
their Majefties the Kings of Pruflia and 
Poland; io that the reftitution and eva-

Art. VI. The contributions and deli- 
veries, of what nature foever they be, as 
well as all demands of recruits, pioneers, 
Waggons, hories, and, in general, the 
things furnithed upon account of war, 
fhall ceale from the day of the fignature 
of the prefent treaty, and every thing 
that fhall be exaéted, taken, or received, 
after this epoch, {hall be rettored punc- 
tually and without delay. 

Each party thall renounce all arrears 
whatioever of contributions and delive-. 
ries. The bills of exchange, or other 
written promiles, which have been given 
on either fide refpecting thefe matters, 
fhall be declared void and of none effect, 
and fhall be reftored gratis to thofe who 
gave them.

eycile-laws, the precedent is tormidable, 
not to commerce only, but hath a fatal 
tencency, which the petitioners tremble 
to think of; that as every attempt to en- 
larze the dominion of the excife muft a- 
waken the petitioners fears, it will alfo 
jullify their dutiful reprefentations to the 
heute, the guardians of liberty ; and that 
alter ail the burdens fo chearfully borne, all 
the hardihips fo patiently endured, and 
all the blood fo freely fpilt, in fupport of 
the late jutt, glorious, and fuccefstul war, 
(he petitioners hope, that the meritorious 
jubjects of this country may not feel the 
extenfion of excile-laws among the firtt- 
tiuits of peace.

The extention of excife-laws jute pri- 
vate houfes, whereby the fubject is made 
liable to a frequent and arbitrary vifitas 
tion of officers, and the judicial deterimi- 
nation of commiffioners removeable at 
plealure, is inconfittent with thole prin- 
ciples of liberty, which have hitherto 
tinguithed this nation trom arbitrary 
governments. 

An attack upon the liberty of the fub- 
ject, made fo immediately atter a glorious 
and fuccefstul war, and at a time when 
we had jatt reafon to expect to enjoy the 
bleilings of peace, demands your fericus 
aitention- 

And this court doth remark, that what- 
ever may be the necetity of the times, 
the fmallnefs of the fur indicates that 
cannot be the only motive to fo extraor 
dinary a meature. 

For thefe reafons, thts court doth moft 
earncftly recommend your conttant. at- 
tendance in parliament, and utmoft en- 
deavours to oppote every enlargement 
and extention of the powers of excife, 
and that you do not conceal from the pu- 
blic anv fuch attempt, nor fuffer yourlelves 
to be amuted by anv plautible altera- 
tion in the bill, fubjecting the makers of 
cyder and perry to excife-laws.

Draughts of bot petitions were 
immediately prepared, read, and agreed 
to: and it was ordered, that the petition 
to the Lords fhould be prefented ‘by the 
Sheriffs, attended by the Remembrancer ; 

and that the Sheriifs, fo foon as they 
were informed that the bill had pafled 
the houfe of Lords, fhould, with alb-hue 
mility, prefent the petition to the King. 

The cily of London has always enjoved 
this privilege, that any petition fromthem 
is prefented to the houfe of Commons by 
their Sheritls,-and is brought up by the 
clerk of the houle, anc read at the table, 
without leave being afked of the houfe for 
that purpofe: whereas all other petitions 
muft be prefented by a member of the 
houle, and cannot be by lim brought up, 
or read at the table by the clerk, till 
leave be firft afked of, and granted by, 
the houfe. “The fame indulgence is {hewn 
by the Lords.

TRE King’s [peech has always been con- 
fidered by the legiflature, and by the 
public at large, as the /peech of the mini- 
fters regularly, at the beginning 
of every feilion ofparhament, been refer- 
red by both Leufes to the confideration “ 
a committee, and has been generally can 
vielled with the utmoit freedom, 
the mipitter of the crown has been obno- 
xious to the nation. The minifters of 
this free country, confcious of the un- 
coubted privileges of fo {pirited a people, 
and with the teriers of parliament before 
their eves, have ever been cautious, no 
leis with regard to the matter, than to 
the expretioas, of fpeeches, which they 
have advifed the fovereign to make from 
the throne, at the openii nx of each tetlion. 
Thev well knew, that an honeft houle of 
parlia nent, true totheir truft, could not 
fail to Geteét the fallacious arts, or to res 
montirate apainit the daring afs of vi0- 
dence, committed by any minifler.. The 
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April 1763. 
fyeech at the of the fettion has ever 
been confidered as the molt fecure method 
of promulgating the favourite court-creed 
a nong the vulgar; becawe the parliament, 
which is the con{titutional guardian of 
the liberties of the people, has in this 
cafe no opportunity of remonttrating, or 
of impeaching any wicked fervant of the 
crown.

No advantage of any 
kind has accrued to that magnanimous 
prince from onr nevotiation; but he was 
balely deferted by the Scotti/> prime mini- 
fier of He was known by every 
court in kurope to be fcarcely on better 
terms of friendihip kere, than at Vienna ; 
and he was betrayed by us in the treaty of 
Peace. What a itrain of infolence,.there- 
fore, isit in aminifter, to lay claim to 
What he is confcious all his efforts tended 
to prevent, and meanly to arropate to 
hinfelf a Share in the fame and glory of 
one of the preateit princes the world has 
ever feen? The King of Pruffia, howe-

Aving given an account of the provi- 
fon made for the Queen in cale of 
her furviving the King, I muit obierve, 
that the fettlement made upon the late 
Queen by the act 1° Geo. I. cap 3. was 
the firft ever made by parliament upon 
any Queen- confort of England. By the 
at 1° Ann. fei. 1. cap. 7. all grants of 
the crown-revenue (other than fuch as 
are therein expreiled) are declared to be 
void; and by the act 9° Ann. cap. ro. 
the crown’s part of the poft-o tice revenue 
is declared not to be alienable, charge- 
able, or grantable, for any longer term 
than the life of the King or Queen that 
{hall make the fame. Before pailing thefe 
atts, our Kings thought they had an ab- 
{olute right over the hereditary revenues 
of the crown, and might grant away, or 
dilpofe of them, or any part of them 
they pleafed ; confequently they thought 
they could, by their own fole authority, 
provide a fettlement for the Queen during 
her life; but by thefe two wile and ne- 
ceflary acts it has been made neceflary tor 
the King, to have the content of parlia- 
ment, for any abfolute or long grant he 
makes of any part of the crown-revenue : 
though, with refpect to the Queen-con- 
fort, 1 mutt fay, that the public has not 
profited much by this alteration; for the 
parliament, in the only two inftances we 
as yet have had, have granted a much 
larger fettlement to the Queen-coniort, 
than ever was granted by the crown it- 
felf. By the marriage-treaty between 
Cliarles I. and Henrietta, daughter of 
the great Henry IV. of France, the join- 
ture provided for her, in cafe the fhould 
lurvive her intended hufband, was only 
60,000 French crowns*, then about 16 
or 17,0001. Sterling per ann. as the cur- 
rent value of the French coin was not 
then near fo high as it is at pretent; for 
according to the prefent value of a French 
crown in exchange, 60,000 of them would 
hot amount to 80001. Sterling. And 
though Queen Catherine of Portugal, 
contort of our K, Charles II. brought 
With her a fortune of 300,000 |. Sterling, 
befide the fortrefs of Tangier over-againtt 
Gibraltar, and the ifland of Bombay in the 
Eait Indies; vet the jointure provided for 
lier was but 30,000 |. Sterling per ann. 

_ But after the parliament beyan to pro- 
Vice a revenue for fupporting the honour 
and dignity of the crown, diftineét from

that for fupporting the honour and digni- 
ty of the nation, every article of public 
expence has been provided for in a much 
more penerous manner: for, not 
flanding the univerfal and extravagant 
jov of the people upon the re{toration of 
Charles IT. vet upon that joyful occafion 
the parliament pranted the crown but 
1,200,000 1. for fupporting the honour 
and dignity of the nation as well as that 
of the crown; whereas, foon after the re+ 
volution, when thele two fervices came 
to be diftinaly provided for, (the latter 
for the life of the King upon the throne, 
and the former annually in pu: fuance of 
eftimates to be annually laid before par- 
liament, which made annual (etlions of 
parliament necetlary), the parliament 
granted 700,000 1. per aan, for fupport- 
ing the honour and dignity of the crown 
only ; and it is certain that both our ar- 
mies and navies have, in proportion to 
their numbers, been more peneroully pro- 
vided for by parliament than thev ever 
were by the crown. Likewile the join- 
ture for our queens-dowager has rifen 
from 30,000 |. to 100,000 |. per aan.; for 
which, indeed, a precedent was made by 
the complaiiance of the fir ft parliament of 
Q. Anne’s reign, by which her Majefty 
was enabled to fettle 100,000 |. per ann. 
upon Prince George of Denmark, her 
hutband, for his life, in cafe he thould 
furvive her; for from hence our mini- 
fters, in the firft year of the reign of 
George II. took occafion to defire a like 
fettlement’s being made upon his Queen- 
confort, in cafe the fhould furvive iim, 
and the Tories, who had made the for- 
mer, could not weil reiule agreeing to 
the latter. 

Thus it muft appear, that the public 
has not, as I have faid, profited much 
by thete alterations in our couiticution ; 
yet itil it muit be allowed, that it was 
right, and was even become neceffary, 
to prevent the alienating, or granting for 
a long term cf vears, any part of the 
property of the crown, without confent 
of pariiament. To even with that the 
term allowed by law had been made much 
fhorter; and J hope our parliaments will 
always be extremely cautious of coment- 
ing to any extravagant prant, or to any 
grant for a longer term of years than is 
now allowed by law, as every grait for 
a longer time than that of the life of the 
granter, tends to weaken the hands of

in order to enforce an obfervance of the 
regulations or appropriations thev had 
and his being pofleffed of fuch 
a large perpetual revenue, might en- 
able him to compel the raifing of the 
Lemporarv revenue, even aller the expi- 
ration of the term for which it was grant. 

Againtt this dan- 
eer nothing but the virtue and courage 
of the people in general could protec 
us; and againit the other nothing can pro- 
tet us but that of our members of parlia- 
ment being always careful, not to allow 
themtelves to be influenced by anv un- 
realonable enthufialin that may be artful- 
ly propagated among the people without 
doors, either by the minitters on one fide, 
or by thofe that aim at being minifters 
on the ether. I fav, any unreafonable 
enthufialin; for if a majority of our mem- 
bers of parliament thould, from anv feltith 
connderation, withitand a reafonable and 
well-founded popular f{pirit, it might 
bring parliaments into conteinmpt ; which 
is One of the preatett dangers to which 
our conftitution can be expofed. 
It was ordered by the Commons, Nov.

ebundant plenty of the then laft f{ummer, 
all torts of provifions, both for men and 
cattle, were become exceeding cheap, 
elpecially in the northern counties of this 
kingdom, and principality of Wales, the 
produce of which the faid feveral adcts 
wore eflentially affe@ted, and ail the pood 
purpoies for which the taid were pail- 
ed, bad been fully anfwered ; therefore 
praying, that the faid acts might be dif- 
continued from the faid time of their ex- 
piration, and a total ftop put to the faid 
importation, or that the petitioners might 
have fuch relief in the premillés as to the 
houle fhould feem meet. 

Now, as from the nature of things it is 
not poilible, that the importation of pro- 
vifions from Ireland thould affe@ thefe pe- 
titioners, or the produce they dealt in, 
any other way than by obliging them to 
fell their provifions cheaper than they 
might otherwife expect to do, their peti- 
tioning furnifhed one of the ftrongeft ar- 
guments that can be fuggefted apaintt 
granting what they praved for in their 
petitions; therefore I fhould not lave 
been {urprifed at hearing that their peti- 
tions were rejected with difdain. But ve 
know that if our provifion-merchants find 
themfelves obliged to fell at a low price 
to the conlumer, they neither will nor 
can give a high price to the farmer; and 
if the farmer cannot fell the produce of 
his farm at a high price, he cannot pay 
fuch a high rent to his landlord. Thais, 
however, thele provifion-merchants took 
care not to fet forth in their petitions ; 
becaufe it would too plainly have mani- 
felted the true reafon why their petitions 
were jupported by fome Jandholders, who 
mutt lower their rents, if they cannot 
prevent the importation of provifions from 
lreland. 

The private intereft of fome of our 
landholders was therefore, at bottom, the 
true caule of thefe complaints; neverthe- 
lefs, as our parliament is always ready 
to hear what petitioners can fay in their 
own behalf, when there is a poflibility of 
ising redrefs, thefe petitions were all re- 
ierred to the {aid committee; and on the 
25th there was prefented to the houfe, 
and read, a petition of feveral merchants 
and others, proprietors of {hips in the fer- 
‘ice of the Eaft-India company, and al{o 
4 petition of the inhabitants of London 
snd Wefiminfler, reprefenting, That the 
utility of fuch a bill as that under confi- 
Ceration had been fully proved, by the 
So0e eilects it had then already produced, 


and that the further continuance of the 
fame would be an advantage to the peti- 
tioners, and of great public utility; and 
therefore praving that the bill night pals. 
Thefe petitions were likewile reterred to 
the committee, and the houle were in 2 
committee on the bill both on the 26th of 
November and the 1ftof December. Pe- 
titions to the fame purpote with thole a- 
bove mentioned from London, were a!- 
terwards prefented, from the fociety of 
merchants adventurers of Brittol, 
the merchants, traders, and inhabitants 
of Briflol, and from the merchants, tra- 
ders, and inhabitants of Liverpool. 
On the 2d of December Mr Rigby re- 
ported from the committee their refolu- 
tions, wz. 

1. That the continuance of the impor- 
tation of falted beef, pork, and butter, 
from Ireland, for general and univertal 
is unneceflary, and will be prejudicial 
to the intereit of this kingdom. 

2. That for the more eafy fepplying of 
his Majeity’s feamen, marines, and other 
forces, which now are, or {hall be, om 
board his Majefty’s fhips, and tranfports, 
and other fhips and vetfils in his Mayetty’s 
immediate fervice and pay, falted beef, 
york, and butter, fhould be permitted to 
be imported from Ireland, into this king- 
dom, for atime to be limited, for the 
ufe and fupply of fuch feamen. marines, 
and forces, and for no other ufe or pur- 
pole whatfoever. 

The reader may eafily find 2 reafon for 
both thefe refolutions; but he may per- 
haps find it dithcult to reconcile them: 
for if the importation of falted beef, pork, 
and butter, from Ireland, was neceflary 
for the more eafy fupplying the feamen, 
marines, and forces, in his Majefty’s 
vice, furely it was equally necetlary fer 
fupplying the feamen in the merchants 
fervice; efpecially at a time when our 
merchants were obliged to pay avery high 
infurance upon their fhips, avd for bad er 
ordinary feainen more than Couble the 
wages they are, in time of peace, obliged 
to pay for the beft feamen; and if it was 
necefiary for fupplying our seamen in e- 
very fervice, it was equally necetlary for 
fupplying our poor manufacturers, me- 
chanics, and Jabourers. If then it was 
neceflary for all thefe forts of people, 
how could the general and univerial 
ufe of fuch provifions be unnecefary ? 
for the better fort of people never mace 
much ufe of fuch provifions either I- 
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then make ufe of what we call powdered 
beet, rk, or butter; but thev fe}dom, 
f ever, make ule of what can properly be 
called falted; and tuch only js the beef, 
pork, and botter, imported from Ireland. 
But molt men form a judgment of the in- 
terelt of the kingdom, trom what thev 
krow to be their own intereft; and eve- 
rv en that has any thing to fell knows, 
that every thing mutt be prejudicial to 
his intereft, if it tends to lower the price 
at he has to fell. From hence mott 
men form avery wrong notion of the in 
tereft of the kingdom; for nothing can be 
prejudicial to the mtereit of the kingdom, 
but what tends to prevent our being able 
to fend the produce of our lands, or of the 
Jabour of ovr people, to a foreign market ; 
and how this can be the effe@ of any 
thing that tends to lef'en the price of the 
necefarcs of life, I believe it wil be 
found dificult to few. [ xxii. 3. xxiv. 69. ] 
Keth retelutions were agreed to by the 
houle; anda bili was ordered in purluant 
to the laft; which was prefented Dec. 8. 
and patled through both houfes without a- 
mv cebate For though the friends of a 
had ftrenuoufly oppo- 
{ec aprec ing to the firft retolution, they 
ha. noreston to oppole the partial impor- 
tation propoied. The bill received the 
roval afient on the 23d. [ xxiii.

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But in the marine- 
¢ was no juch declaration, nor was 
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the number of marines to be kept up fo 
much as once mentioned; which has been 
the cule of every fuch g@, ever fince tuch 
an firft became necefiary. In the war 
which began in 1739, and continued till 
after the beginning of the year 1748, we 
had always a Jarge body of marines kept 
up; but then they were deemed to be a 
part of our army, were every year inclu- 
ded in the number of forces allowed by 
the mutiny-a@ to be kept, and were held 
to be fubject to all the regulations in that 
aét; fo that no marine-act was ever then 
neceflary. But in the fetlion 1755-6, 
when the raifing of a body of marines was 
very juftly thought neceflary, it was re- 
folved, and I mutt think rightly reiolved, 
to put them under the command of the 
adiniralty, and, in the cominittee of {up- 
ply, toinclude them in the number of 
feamen to be kept up and provided for. 
By this it became necefJury to pals an act 
for the regulation of his Majefty’s marine- 
forces while on fhore; and .ccordingly 
fuch an a has been annually pafled fince 
that time. But as I am periuaded it was 
never defigned to draw from thence an 
arpument, as if a ftanding army of mae 
rines might be Jawfully kept on fhore in 
time of peace, without confent of parlia- 
ment, J mult think, that every marines 
act ought to have the fame preamble 
with that clways prefixed to our mutiny- 
ais. It is true, it bas never yet been 
deemed unlawful for our fovereion to keep 
What nun.ber of thips he pleates in com- 
miffen in time of peace, without confent 
of parliament; itis Mill but a navy : but 
a lerge body of well-ditciplined marines, 
moftly kept on fhore, is as much a ftand- 
Ing as an amy of foldiers that ne- 
ver law the fea: and ought not to be kept 
up in tine of peace, without the exprels 
comlent of parliament. 

Petitions were prefented to the Com- 
mons Dec. 14. and read, from perions es- 
ercifing the bufinefs of a vi@tualler, one 
from thefe within the city and liberty of 
Wetiminfter, and parts adjacent, and an- 
other from thote within the city of Lone 
con, taking notice of the acts pafled in 
1760 | and 1761 [xxin. g. | for 
laving additional cuties on malt and beer; 
and reprefenting the hardilips which they 
leboured uncer in conlequence therect, 
by the brewers having railed the price to 
the petitioners, and by the impracticabi- 
lity of the petitioners raifing it to the con- 
iuners, from the menaces of the popu- 
lnce, and threats of profecutions at lew 
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and alledging, that from thofe and other 
hardfhips, many of the petitioners had 
then already been obliged to leave off 
their bufinefs, and others, unleds relieved, 
muft unavoidably do the fame, to the 
ruin of themielves and families, and to 
the great detriment of the revenue; and 
therefore praying the houfe to grant the 
petitioners fuch relief as to the houle fhould 
meet. 

Thele petitions were then only order- 
edtolie onthe table. But feveral peti- 
tions of the fame nature were afterwards 

refented from vi¢tuallers and alehoule- 
te in other places, viz. thote of the 
county of Middlefex and citv of Weftmin- 
fer, thofe of Southwark, Deptford, 
Greenwich, and parts adjacent, and thofe 
of the citv and county of Norwich. The 
petition from Middletex was prefented 
Dec. 18.3; and the matter appearing now 
to be of great confequence to the reve- 
nue, as well as to the petitioners, it was 
refolved to confider it in a committee of 
the whole houfe on the 25th of January, 
(afterwards put offto the 27th), to which 
all the petitions were referred. 

On the 26th of January there was pre- 
fented, and read, a petition of the com- 
mon brewers within the city and county 
of Norwich, fetting forth, That from 
the additional duty of 3s. on every barrel 
of beer in 1761, the petitioners were 
compelled to advance the price thereof to 
the viduallers and alehoufe-keepers; who, 
from the violent oppofition of the popu- 
Jace, accompanied with threats and me- 
naces, had not been abie to retail the 
fame to the confumer at a proportionable 
advancement ; and reprefenting, that in 
conicquence thereof the brewery in the 
Jaid city andcounty was greatly decreafed, 
and the victuallers and alehoule keepers 
greatly diftrefled; and therefore praying 
tor {uch relief as to the houle fhould teem 
meet. This petition was likewile refer- 
red to the committee. 

The committee fat on the 27th of Ja- 
nuary, and next day Mr Ald. Dickinion 
reported their refolutions, viz. 

1. That no brewer, innkeeper, vic- 
tualler, or other retailer of {trong beer or 
ale, fhall be liable to be impleaded, 
or inole fted, by indkxtment, information, 
Popular aion, or otherwife, for advan- 
cing, or having advanced, the price of 
ftrong beer or ale, any law or {tatute to 
the contrary notwithitanding. 

_ 2. That no common or other brewer, 
inukeeper, yidualier, or retailer of beer 
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and ale, fhall be allowed to mix anv 
ftrong beer, ale, or worts, with any finall 
beer, ale, or worts, after the gauge there- 
of fhall have been taken by an oificer of 
excile. 

The firft of thefe refolutions being read 
a fecondtime, was agreed to by the houfe ; 
and the fecond refolution being read 2 
fecond time, was amended, by leaving 
out the word ale where printed in Italics, 
and then agreed to by the houte. 

Upon thefe two refolutions a bill: was 
ordered to be brought ins and after read- 
ing the claufe in the act 1° Geo. IIT. for 


granting an additional duty upon ftronc 
beer and ale, whereby certain provifion: 
formerly enacted, with refpect to the ex- 


portation of {pirituous liquors 10. j, 
were extended to the exportation of {trong 
beer and ale, it was ordered to be an in- 
ftrucion to the committee appointed te 
bring in this bill, to make provifion ia it 
for repealing the faid cloufe. 

As the additional imalt-duty of three 
pence the buthel in Fngland, and three 
half pence the bufhel in Scotland, impo- 
fed by the aforementioned at in 1760, 
was made a fund for borrowing money, 
it was made perpetual; 7. e. (he tax mutt 
continue to be paid till repealed by a new 
act of parliament; and he mutt be a pa- 
triot king indeed that will give the royal 
aflent to an 2¢t of this kind. Although 
our brewers were, by this new imalt-tax, 
loaded with a new expence of at Teall 
is. per barrel upon all the beer and ale 
brewed for home fale; yet as malt fold 
then pretty cheap, I did not hear that 
they raifed the price of their beer to the 
retailer. But by the aforementioned act 
of 1761, anewexcife of nolels than 3s. per 
barrel was laid upon all ftrong beer and ale 
brewed for home fale in Fngland, and a pro- 
portionable excite upon ali ttrong beer and 
ule brewed for fale inScotiand. This was # 
new charge too heavy for the brewers to 
bear by themfelves alone; therefore they 
were obliged to raife the price of beer 
and ale to the retailer: and they now 
took care to atone for their former ne 
gledt; for they railed their common por- 
ter, asT have been told, 5 s. per barrel 
above what they ulually before teld it for 
to the retailer. 

Upon this moft of our confderzhble inn- 
holders, victuallers, and alchoule-keep- 
ers, relolved to railfe the price of flrong 
beer to the confumers, fiom 3d. to 3d. 
halfpenny per quart: and if the brewers 
had joined with them, by refufing to fur- 
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nifh a frefth flock to thofe little alehoufes 
that continued to fell Rrong beer at 3d. 
per quart, they might at lait have been 
able to compel a general compliance with 
their refolution, without any new law ; 
but as a halipenny advance, in the price 
ofa pot of beer, was fenfibly felt by the 
poor, it raifed fuch a general dilcontent, 
that the matters of thole honles where 
this advance was infifted on, were in dan- 
ger of being infulted, and {ome of them, 
perhaps, murdered, by a riotous mob ; 
and what was {till more to be feared, 

was found, thatthey might be prolecuted 
upon an old tt.tute, then ing unre- 
pealed, viz. 1° Ja. I. cap. 9. whereby it 
is enaéted, that no innkeeper, victualler, 
or alehoufe-keeper, {hall fell than a 
full ale-quart of the be{t ale or beer for 
one penny, in painof 20s.; and a proof 
by two witnefles upon oath, before one ju- 
ftice, is declared to be futhicient convidtion. 

For thefe reatons a new Jaw became ne- 
ccilary, not only to proteat the retailers of 
rong beer from riets, but allo to prevent 
profecutions : which was the caule, and 
it was a juit caule, for the parliament's 
taking this affair as feon as poflible into 
their conficeration, and for their ugreeing 
to the tirft of the two refolutions above 
inentioned. 

As to the fecond refolution, the reafon 
for itis apperent.  Befides the inftruction 
already mentioned, two others were or- 
cered to be given to the committee, to 
prevent the relending in G. Britain any 
trong beer, ec. ihipped for exportation, 
and the mixing of ftrong beer, ale, or 
worts, with water, after being gauped. 

The bill was preferted by Mr Ald. 
Dickinion Feb. 18- paffled in commen 
courte, and rece:ved the roval alent on 
the 24th of March. xxiv. 160. } 

The preamble to the firtt claule of this 
act fets forth, That brewers, Gc. had 
been threatened with, and may be fubjec 
to, vexatious profecutions, for ccvancing, 
or having advanced, the price of tlrong 
beer cr ale. however juitly one reaion- 
ably; therefore it isenacted, That no brew- 
er, Cc. fhall at any time hereatter, be 
fued, or melefted, for 
cing, or having advancec, 
ftrorp beer er ale in arecion: ble cepree 
From thefe lafi words we mov tee, 
our parhaments pow urderilend the 
ture of trade much bette:

always vary according to the proportion 
between the quantity that mutt be bought, 
and the quantity that mutt be fold, and 
according to the proportion between the 
plenty of that commodity and the plenty 
of current money in a country, or any 
part of a country; therefore our paerlia- 
ment now took care, not to fet any cer- 
tain price upon the fale of ttrong heer or 
ale, but left it to be regu lated by the 
buyers and fellers themfelves according to 
what fhould upon any difpute be deemed 
reafonable; for of ftrong ip beerand ale there 
is fuch a variety of forts, that no fuch re- 
gulaution with refpect to thele liquors could 
be made as we now have with refpect to 
bread, 

By the fecond claufe, the fraudulent 
mixing of flrong beer, ale, or worts, af- 
ter the gauge has been taken by the ex- 
cile-officer, with any {mall beer or {mall 
worts, or with water, 1s made lable to a 
forfeiture of 50 1. for every fuch offence. 
This penal claufe was now become abfo- 
Jutely necefiary, not only becaufe this 
lait excife was heavier than any that had 
at once been before impoted, but allo be- 
caufe there was not at the fame time any 
additional excife laid upon fmall beer, as 
had been done in every one of our former 
exciles upon beer. The excifes now pay- 
able upon a barrel of ftrong beer or ale, 
were very near, if not fully. equal to the 
ufual price of the malt made ufe of in 
brewing it; therefore it was juftly to be 

apprehended, that fome brewers would 
brew their beer flronger than vfual, on 
purpole to mix it with {mall beer or water 
after the gauge had been taken by the ex- 
cife-oficer: I fay, this was juttly to be 
apprehended, if {uch a thing can be done 
without {poiling the whole barrel, or pers 
haps the ‘who le guile, of beer; and that 
it may, I muft prefume, as our parliament 
has taken care to guard againit it, by 
fuch a penalty. But how this ofience ts 
to be proved, or the penalty recovered, 
may be quetuoned, unlefS more than one 
of the brewers jervants become informers ; 
for it would be of dangerous confequence 
to convidt a man upon the oath of one 
fingle witrefs; and the brewer or retail 
ermey per! ups be able to do this with 
the help of his wife or one jervant oniv. 
In fhort, all taxes upon confumption mutt 
uciive of manv frauds, muft be of 
gerens coniequence to the honett 

of i ankind, and mutt tend to corrupt and 
Ce an h the morals of the people, in eve-= 
my ccurtry wheee they ‘eflablithed. 
Surely, 
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Surely, in an extenfive, rich, and popu- 
lous kingdom, other methods might be 
contrived for raifing a futicient public re- 
venue. 

The preamble to the third claufe, af- 
ter reciting the claufereipecting the ex- 
portation of ttrong beer, and alfo the re- 
qulations formerly ettablithed for the ex- 
portation of {pirituous liquors, fets forth 
its being found by ex perience, that the 
like rules and direétions, eftablithed for 
enforcing the due exportation of fpirits, 
are not neceffary to enforce the due ex- 
portation of ftrong beer or ale, but are 
found to be inconvenient ; theretore it is 
enatted, That from and after the pafling 
of this act, the faid recited claufe, and 
every thing therein, fhall be repealed. 

And the preamble to the fourth claufe 
fts forth, That the provifion eftablifhed 
by att 1° W.and M. cap. 22. for pre- 
venting the relanding beer, ale, cyder, 
or mam, fhipped in any vetlel for expor- 
tation, as merchandize, extend only to 
the relanding fuch liquors within Eng- 
land, Wales, and Berwick upon Tweed ; 
and that it is neceffary the fame fhould 
be amended and enforced, and extended 
to all parts of G. Britain; it is therefore 
enacted, That from and after June 24. 
1762, if anv merchant or matter of any 
vetlel, or other perfon, fhall caule or ful- 
fer any of the faid liquors fhipped tor ex- 
portation, as merchandize, to be unfhip- 
ped, unladen, or laid on land, or put in- 
io any other thip or veffel within G. Bri- 
tain, they fhall forfeit the fame, toge- 
ther with the cafks and package, and alfo 
the fum of 50 |. for every cafk fo unduly 
unthipped, &c.; and the faid liquors thall 
and may be feized by any officer of the 
cultoms or excife. Now, as by the faid 
act 19 W. and M.a duty of 1s. per tun 
is impoled upon thefe liquors exported, I 
mutt here take notice, that this cuty was 
taken off, and the exportation of mot 
forts of goods and merchandize of the 
procuct or manufaétnre of G. Britain de- 
cared to be free from any fubfidy or o- 
ther duty, by the aét 8° Geo. I. cap. 15. 
Which is one of the moft beneficial aéts we 
have in our f{tatute-book, and fhews how 
late it was before we beganto underftand 
the true nature of trade. If we had as 


Clofely attended to it in other matters, 
Wwe {hould not have loaded our induftrious 
poor with fo many taxes upon the necefla- 
res of lite; nor thould we now have been 
in cunger of being underiold at foreign 
Marxets, with regard to any fert of mas 


nufa‘ture that can be conveniently carried 
on in this climate. 

The next claute in this a&t only dire&s 
how the penalties thereby inpofed are to 
be fued for; and that one moiety thereof 
fhall go to his Majetty, oe. and the o- 
ther to the informer or prolecutor : and 
the latt claufe is the ufual one tor pre- 
venting vexatious (uits, for any thing 
done in purfuance of the act. 

Thus it appears, that this a¢t, and e- 
very clauie in it, was ablolutely necetla- 
rv: and vet its being patied into a Jaw 
occafioned amore general, and a more 
violent difcontent, aimong the people, 
than the puiling of the act of the prece- 
ding feflion by which the tax of 3s. per 
barrel of itrong beer was impofed: from 
whence we mav obierve, that the maxim, 
Vox populi eff vox Dei, holds true only 
with refpect to thofe meafures that are 
good or bad in their immediate confequen- 
ces, but not to thole that are good or bad 
in their remote confequences. The re- 
mote confequences of things is what none 
of the vulgar, either high or low, ever 
confider, or think of, till they begin to 
fee] them; and as a mealure which mutt 
produce the moit beneticial remote confee 
quences may be attended with fome im- 
mediate inconveniencies, or contrariwile, 
therefore it often happens, that a wite 
meature may be unpopular, or a foolifh 
one popular. In the prefent cafe, as the 
ftock of {trong beer on hand was not fub- 
jected to the new tax, till that ftock was 
exhauited the tax did not produce any 
immediate bad confequence ; and the 
thoughtlefs vulgar did not forefee, that 
with refpect to all the ftrong beer that 
was to be brewed after the 24th of Ja- 
nuarv 1762, the brewers would be nece(- 
farily obliged, either to raife the price, 
or to lower the ttrength of their beer; 
which blindnefs prevented the people’s 
taking much notice of either of the acts 
by which the new duty on malt, and the 
new excife on beer and ale, were impo- 
fed. But before the act now under confi- 
deration was brought in, the people had 
began to feel thele remote coniequences. 
The brewers had cholen, and confequent - 
ly the retailers were obliged, to raife the 
price of their beer, rather than to lower 
the ftrength of it; and as this aét was to 
enforce the pavment of the advanced 
price, though the pailing of the aft was 
ablolutely necefiary, yet it raifed a ges 
neral inurmur. I fay, it was abfolutely 
neceflary te pafs it, becaufe the brewers 
could 
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could not fafely make their beer much 
weaker; for their having dgne fo, woald 
have raded au equal diicoateat among 
tue penpic, anu the whole of the popu. 
Par refentinent would have fullea upoa 
tue bre wers themiclves; which would 
have been of danzereus coniequence to 
fuch of them as bad continucd in the 
trade. 

By the pading of this act, the brewers 
and retailers of itrong beer and ale were 
fecured egainit being any way moleited 
for advancing the price of throng beer 
and ale im a rectonable de Bree and as a 
helfpenny per quart, or 6s. per barrel, 
was deemed to be but a  meanesbie ad- 
vance, confidering the rik they run of 
Sofing the money they advance for this 
mew exciie upon beer, as well as the late 
perpe tual tax upon malt, this advance in 
the price deca e general, and the lower 
fort of people began now to feel feverely 

he remote conlequence of theie taxes, 
which raiied a general complaint: among 
them. As to this new excite, they had, 
indeed, fome reafon to complain; becaute 
this, as well as every other excile upon 
beer and ale, falls chiefly upon the lower 
fort of people. Many of thote of tuperior 
rank, brew their own beer and ale, both 
ftrong and finall, neither of which is lie 
able to any fuch excile; conlequently it 
muit be allowed, that our taxesupon malt 
are much More unpartial, and better ad- 
apted to the circumstances of the people 
liubic to them, than our exciles upon beer 
and ale. Can it be reatonable, that a poor 
man be oblived to pawnear 12 s. ta- 
xes upon every barrel of beer he drinks, 
ami yet arich man who brews his own 
beer, may drink a barrel of beer equally 
good, if not better, without being obli- 
iO pay Mae than 45. taxes, at 
th at quan tity? 
ven with relpect tothemalt-tax, there 
an induig ali owed to therich, which 
the poor caumot park. ike of. For tl 
are ilow ed to compoun d with 
omakes malt only tor his own 
lic, at the rate of ¢s. per head for eve- 
in his family, in full of what he 
reed with towards the annual 
t-tax; and if we contider what num- 
‘ it or viliters come to every 
geotieman’s houte that lives in the coun- 
iry, aod what quan ities of rong beer 
ud fne ale are drunken upon fuch oc 
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made ule of in brewing good finall beer, at 
two bu.hels to a barrel and allowing a 
quart a-day toevery perfon in the fami- 
lv, will ia a vear amount to 2s. 6d. for 
each perion; aad forthe other 2s. 6d. we 
can allow to each perton but 45 gallons of 
itroag beer or ale, of no greater ttreneth 
than our common London porter, which 
is Motapuita day. Thus our rich people 
are not only freed from the plague of ex- 
cilemea, but are indulged witha very ea- 
fy compolition; and I matt fuppole, that 
hey have the fame indulgence with re- 

{pect to the perpetual malt -tax, as it is Lo 
be raiied by the fume rules, aud with the 
fume powers, that are preleribed by the 
annusl malt tax act.

Pre- e- PY an act 31° Geo. II. for the due 
amble.*” making of bread, Sc. xx. 624-]5 
certain powers are granted to the teveral 
courts, oc. therein mentioned, to tet 
and afcertain the aflize and weight of 
bread made for fale, and the price to be 
paid for the fame, from time to time, as 
they {hall think proper: and it is thereby 
enaded, That in every fach ailize, refpect 
fhall be had to the price the grain, meal, 
or flour, whereof iuch bread is made, 
{hail bear in the public markets in or near 
the places for which fuch atlizes are ree 
Ipectively fet; and for aicertaining the 
price of grain, Gc. thele courts, ce. are 
unpowered to cave the ref{pective prices 
which the feveral forts of grain, meal, 
and tiour, flall, from time to time, fell 
for in {.ch public markets, to be given in 
and certibed, upon oath, unto fuch 
court, Ge. within their feveral juriidic- 
tions, by the clerk of the market, or by 
fuch perlons, and in fuch manner, and on 
fuch day of the week, as they fhall re- 
fp ectively appoint; and the price {hall be 
entered, by the perion who certifies the 
fame, ina book to be provided by him 
for that purpole, The above method of 
aicertaining the price of wheat and rye, 
and the tlour and meal made of tholc 
grains, cannot take place in Scotland ; by 
reaion that there are few public markets 
for tueh grains, flour, or meal, in that 
part or the united kingdom; and wherg 
there 
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there are fuch markets, there is no fuch 
oficer as clerk of the market, who can 
certify the prices; whereby the falutary 
eifect and execution of the {aid act, made 
for the whole united kingdom, is totally 
difapointed in Scotland. 

§ 1. Ia place of the method preferibed 
in the faid act for aicertaining the price 
of grain, meal, and flour, it thall be law- 
ful, in Scotland, for the magittrates and 
juitices of the peace, fo often as they thall 
judge proper, to take proof of the prices 
which the feveral forts of grain, meal, 
and flour, fic to make the feveral fos of 
bread allowed to be made by them, thall 
bona fide fell for in the public markets in 
or neur the place for which they are re- 
fpectively authorifed to fet the aflize of 
bread; or where there are no public mir- 
kets for any particular {pecies of grain, 
meal, or four, in or near the place, to 
tuke proof of the prefent or lait telling 
pice of fuch (pecies, whether of the 
growth of the country, or brought from 
diftant places ; to which price thall be add- 
ed {uh an allowance for the expence 
and rik of trantportation as thall to the 
magiltrates and juttices appear reafon- 
able: io as the price be from time to time 
akertained according to what thole feve- 
ral {pecies may coit the bakers before 
they nanufacture the fame into bread. 

- 2. Forty-eight hours previous to the 
proof to be taken, notice in writing fhall 
be given to the deacon of the bakers, or 
Where there is no fuch incorporation, to 
anv two reputable bakers within the city, 
borough, or place, where the proof is to 
be taken ; that the makers of bread may, 
if tuey think proper, attend, and fuggeit 
luch queitions as may be proper to be put 
to the witneties fummoned by the magi- 
trates or juttices, or offer other 
or evidence proper for proving the prices. 

3. Such proof thall only proceed upon 
the oaths of two or more witnefles con- 
veriant in fuch prices, or by writings le- 
gully proved; and it fhall be Jawful for 
the magiflrates and juftices to fummon 
duch perions as to them thall appear pro- 
per, and to compel them to appear and 
bive evidence ; and that by fuch reme- 
ies as are either provided by the faid act, 


or uengntnes by the common law of Scot- 
aha. 


4. Yrovided, that no perfon fo fum- 
Moned be obliged to travel above five 
mules from the place of his or her abode. 


5. The whole evidence to be taken as 
above, shall be

by Che mas: trates or ju tices refoectively ; 
and as a3 it can conveniently oe 
aiter clofing the the

cording as thele (hall appear to the 2 to 
be proved fron conidering tie whole 
dence; which declaration shall be 
edin the book, and tigned oy the 
{trutes or juttices refoe tively; and the 
book fhall be patent to tie inipettion of 
all perfons without fee or reward; and 
{hall be deemed equivalent to the returns 
of the market-prices appointed to be ta- 
ken by the faid act: and the mapittrctes 
and juitices in Scotland thali taereupon 
proceed to fet und afcertain the atlize aud 
weight of all forts of bread tade tor tale, 
and the price to be paid for it, as often 
as they thall think fit. 

6. Provided, that fo often as any af- 
fize of bread fhall be tet in Scotland, it 
fhail not be limited to endure for any cere 
tain time, but {hall continue in force till 
a new ailize be ‘et 

7. Upon an application in writing by any 
two or more of the imhabitan:s or bakers, 
within anv city, borough, or county, where 
fuch ailize of bread {hall be fet, to the 
magiitrates or juftices who fet the lait af- 
fize, or to the mugiitrates or juftices for 
the time being, fetting forth, and offer - 
ing to prove, by proper evidence, that 
the price of any of the fpecies of grain 
before mentioned has roie or fallen tince 
the lait allize was tet, fo as to authorife 
an alteration, accordin, to the atorefaid 
act, the magiltrates or jultices {hall be 
obliged to take evidence of the then cur- 
rent prices, in the manner before direct 
ed; and if, upon adviting proof, they 
{hail tind {uch a variation of the prices fince 
the lait aflize as deferibed in the faid 
aét, they fhall immediatelv fet a new 
fize of bread ; which fhall remain till ale 
tered agreeable to the directions herein 
before given. 

8. Convictions of any of the offences 
mentioned in the faid aét, or in this pre- 
fent act, before any mayitirate or juftice 
in Scotland, fhall proceed in the form 
commonly ufed in conviétions for other of 
fences of the like nature. 

g. Whereas it may happen, that the 
magiftrates of fome cities or boroughs in 
Scotland may negleét to det the allize of 
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bread ; it is enacted, That incate of fuch 
Pevlect of the nragittrates to fet an atlize 
of bread, or to alter any former atlize tet 
by them, upon an alteration in tae price 

of grain, it thall be lawful for any two 
or more jultices of peace of the county, 
to require the chiet magittrate of fuch 
city or borouh. by a writing under titeir 
bands, to fet the allize of bread, or to 
alter anv former ailize, as the cafe
